Nowhere is political representa- 
tion so inequitable as in the states 
of the cotton South. In no other 
region of the republic are the peo- 
ple so much at the mercy of dem-

Worst Position 


Georgia’s position is the worst. 
Its people are very literally in po- 
litical bondage because of an in- 
iquitous county unit system which, 
without regard to population 
changes, reduces the value of an 
urban ballot to where as many 
as 200 city voters are required to 
match one from the smallest rural 
county. The defenders of the unit 
system frankly admit they do so 
to maintain rural control. In 
Georgia a candidate may receive 
a handsome majority of votes and 
still lose the election. 


There is no real two-party de- 
velopment in the South save in 
Florida. Tennessee and Kentucky, 
border states of the old cotton 
states, have always had Repub- 
lican strength. 


In the rest of the South, particu- 
larly in South Carolina and Ala- 
bama, most of the so-called Re- 
publican activity is not at all gen- 
uine. It is almost entirely an emo- 
tion of revenge. A good 99 per 
cent of it stems from anger at the 
Democratic party because of the 
administration’s support of civil 
rights legislation and the rulings 
of federal courts in the school 
cases. 


There is an awareness the Re- 
publicans did the same thing, and 
would again, if in power. But 
since the South has been a one- 
party Democratic area, and the 
once-dominant influence of the re- 
gion is substantially decreased 
and discredited, there has been 
bitter, irrational resentment di- 
rected at whatever Democrat was 
in Washington—Roosevelt, Tru- 
man, and now, Kennedy. There 
is little evidence of genuine GOP 
organization in the states of the 
Old South. 


High Quality 

Georgia is the exception. Re- 
publicans in the state are of an 
unusually high quality of citizen- 
ship. Their conviction is based on 
priniciple, not anger. It should be 
recalled that the nomination of 
General Eisenhower in 1952 turned 
on the seating of the new GOP 
organization. Its members have, 
in marked contrast to policy in 
neighboring states, refused any 
sort of association with, or sup- 
port from, Democratic bolter 
groups. It twice turned down 
offers of influential Democrats 
who were willing to bolt the party 
and form so-called independent 
Democratic organizations to asso- 
ciate with the Republicans. They 
keep trying despite the odds. 

In Georgia more than 100 of the 
159 counties have lost population. 
Their school systems are inade- 
quately financed, their public 
services are poor. More and 
more of their people are seeing 
through the old game by the court- 
house crowd of playing the coun- 
try against the city. The people 
suffer to maintain expensive coun- 
ty politicians. 

The Georgia GOP gubernatorial 
candidate in 1962's election will 
receive a fine vote. He may prove 
to be a historical pivot.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ka- 
tanga President Moise Tshombe 
charged in a telegram to Presi- 
‘dent John F. Kennedy Friday that 


‘renewed U.N. action against Ka- 


tanga. 
| The State department immed- 
lately labeled the charge ‘‘ab- 
surd,”’ 


The department called on 
Tshombe to move promptly to 
carry out his agreement with 
Central Congo Premier Cyrille 
Adoula at Kitona last week to end 
Katanga secession. 


Tshombe charged in his cable 
that U.S. Ambassador Edmund A. 
Gullion interfered in the Kitona 
talks. The same charge was 
made in Brussels Friday by Ka- 
tanga Foreign Minister Evariste. 


The State department flatly de- 
nied this also. ‘‘At no time did 
Ambassador Gullion interfere in 
the negotiation,”’ said Press Offi- 
cer Lincoln White. 


“He was consulted by both par- 
ties and encouraged them 
reach an agreement. The agree- 
ment was freely reached after 
substantial compromises by both 
conferees and was_ personally 
signed by Mr. Tshombe.”’ 


“We hope,’’ White said, ‘“‘that 
the false charges against Ambas- 
sador Gullion are not part of a

The General Assembly should take ac- 
tion to place billboards along interstate 
highways under federal control despite a 
House study committee’s porous report 
recommending the contrary. 

The House panel did agree there 
should be “proper regulatory legislation” 
and that steps should be taken to preserve 
the beauty of the countryside. 

Such protection is provided under the 
federal plan but not in the House commit- 
tee’s negative report, which suggested an- 
other study on top of the one it already 
has made. } 

Adoption of federal regulations would 
mean a bonus of $1,588,000 to Georgia, a 
hefty amount the state can ill afford to 
lose. 

Nor do we agree with the study com- 
mittee that administration and enforce- 
ment would gobble up that sum. State 
patrolmen could easily spot any violation

We understand the need for motel and 
restaurant owners and other businessmen 
to advertise on the roadside.

Bobby Kennedy : 


When President. Kennedy selected his brother 
as Attorney General early this year we criticized 
- the choice. Robert F. Kennedy struck us as being 
too young, too political and too kin. 


On the basis of his performance, we now take it back. In fact, 
after reading the Attorney General's report on civil rights efforts 
during 1961, we are inclined to rate him as one of the two or three 


ablest officers in the cabinet. 


The report confirms what his actions have shown—a grasp of 
basic difficulties and a_ sensitivity to right solutions. 
His methods follow two principal lines. 


First, he has scrapped -the do-nothing-and-hope system of gov 
ernment abstention which often ‘ended in explosion followed by too- 
heavy government intervention. Instead he has embraced an active 
policy of what he calls “‘affirmative anticipatory action."” Under it 


the Negro has made great gains. 


Second, Mr. Kennedy has respected the pride and reco 
the responsibility of the white South when it is properly approached. 
He has cut out much of the preaching from Washington and subdued 
the political grandstanding in the racial field. 

Understanding that the great social changes are placing white 
Southerners “under most difficult personal circumstances,” he 
scribes his basic policy in this way: : 

“To seek effective guarantees and action from local officials and 
civic leaders voluntarily and without court action. This has been done 
quietly and without publicity. Informal conversations to this end have 
been conducted wherever our investigations have disclosed evidences 


of civil rights violations.” 


‘A quiet personal call from the Attorney General, or an unob- 
trisive and unpublicized visit from assistants like Byron White and 
John Siegenthaler, now have already replaced harsh judgments

The Justice Department has not dodged its duties. But it has re- 
frained from treating the South as if it expected the worst. Under Ken-

Opposition Grows 


In United Nations 


WASHINGTON — When the United Nations 
was formed some 16 years ago, 


its primary 


business, it was then believed, would be to keep fie age Be ig 

the peace among the victors of the Seeeand>World War. It was to do 
this by continual conciliation, for each of the great powers had a 
veto and therefore force could not be used against them. As we 
now know, the U.N. has not been able to deal directly with the great 
world conflict between the West and the East, and the task of pre- 
venting another great war and of maintaining a measure of co- 
existence has been carried on outside the U.N. by direct diplomacy. 


A very different task, which 
no one foresaw and planned, has 
fallen to the U.N. It is to preside 
over the troubles which arise from 
the death agony of the old em- 
pires and the birth pains of the 
successor states. Without realizing 
its full significance, the United 
States took the lead in inducing 
the U.N. to carry out a large 
constitutional reform. The power 
to enforce peace was transferred 
from the Security Council, where 
each of the great powers has a 
veto, to the General Assembly, 
where each state—be it Yemen or 
Great Britain—has one vote. 

All of this happened before the 
world began to see the conse- 
quences of the break-up of the 
British, French, Dutch, Belgian, 
Portuguese, and Spanish empires 
in Asia and Africa. The successor 
states have been coming rapidly 
into the General Assembly, each 
of them with a vote equal to that 
of its former overlord. The old 
Western majority is drowned, and 
the U.N. has become a sounding 
board and the pressure instrument 
to complete the liquidation of the 
old empires. Behind the bloc of 
the successor states, whenever 
they wish to call on it for help, 
stands the Soviet Union.

Our true role is to use our 
power and influence to preserve 
and assist the U.N. as the bridge 
between the old society of the 
Atlantic Community to which we 
belong and the new societies which 
are coming into being elsewhere. 
This is a hard role, for the human 
animal is much more ready to 
believe that he who is not an 
ally is an enemy. 

Ignore the U.N. with its tumul- 
tuous General Assembly, abstain 
grandly from its work, and re- 
sign from it? From Washington 
that looks like inviting the great 
mass of the emerging states to 
regard the Soviet Union as their 
only true friend. 

The U.N. today has 104 mem- 
bers. I am told by those who 
have reason to know such things 
that there are 25 or 30 more 
states which will achieve national 
independence and will then have 
to be admitted. It will be a 
terrifying and an almost im- 
possible institution to work with. 

The friends of the U.N. will 
have to put their minds to work 
on the problem of how this multi- 
tude of governments can be 
saved from becoming an excited 
and explosive mob.

Kennedy Gaining 
But Could Do More 


WASHINGTON—A political checkup on Presi- 
dent Kennedy at the end of the year would 
probably come out very much like his medical 


checkup: Condition good but could be better. The medical bulletin 


on the chief executive said: 


“Excellent general health—stronger 


than this summer—making good progress—fully able to carry on his 
duties, but must expect to experience ups and downs and occasional 


setbacks.”’ 

Generally, he’s doing all right. 
Relatively, he’s at least holding 
his own because all other politi- 
cians are in trouble too. 

Kennedy has tne country going 
again, but sometimes it has 
seemed to be going in circles. The 
Allies, the neutrals, and the intel- 
lectuals have all failed to come 
up to his vast expectations. In 
fact, only Khrushchev has met the 
advanced billing and even this 
was a cruel disappointment. 

It has not been easy for the 
President to exchange the casual 
habits of a legislator for the stern- 
er discipline of executive decision. 
In this transition, however, he has 
shown not only a quick intelli- 
gence but great flexibility of mind, 
and what is exceedingly import- 
ant, the gift of bouncing back 
when he is struck. This latter 
quality was apparent in the cam- 
paign: It was even more appar- 
ent after Cuba and his first brush 
with Khrushchev. 

In the process, he has had his 
successes and. his consolations.

“Call to Worship” which is still 
a five-minute broadcast on WSB. 


These broadcasts, Dr. Burns 
said, seemed a good thing to do 
in an effort to reach people. ““Too 
many times churches get the idea 
they ought to wait for the people 
to come to them instead of go- 
ing to the people.” 

TROUBLED WORLD 


The New Year's prayer used to 
reach the people of Cuba. But 
Dr. Burns said since Fidel Castro 
has taken over the island, there 
is no longer response from the 
people of Cuba. 


This year’s prayer will be four 
minutes and 10 seconds long and 
like the prayers of the past was 
written to catch the mood of 
what’s needed for the coming 
year. The response expected this 
year will again reflect the power 
of prayer in a troubled world and 
bring many dramatic stories to 
Dr. Burn’s attention.

LAC SEUL. Ontario—Not many people I know have a real sense 
of values. It's not easy to give each and every thing its proper 
worth. For instance, an item necessary for keeping the spark of 
life aglow in these isolated north woods in mid- é 
December, is something for the garbage collector 
two thousand miles to the south. 

I was in a trapper’s shack this afternoon. It 
was equipped only with the barest of essentials 
to keep him alive through the cold weeks in 
which he accumulates his pile of beaver, otter, 
mink and marten pelts. One of the essentials is 
his lamp. It consists of a sardine can full of 
bacon grease. A strip of cloth is laid in one corner 
of the can as a wick. The grease flows through 
the wick to the flickering cone of light. This is a 
lot of volts, ohms and amperes away from a 
100-watt electric bulb, but it lights the interior 
of the shack amazingly bright. 


Back home we discard the bacon grease into the garbage 
pail. We flip an electric switch to flood our room with light 
brighter than daylight, and really become annoyed when we 
have to replace a bulb.

ever take. 


In this frozen wilderness, many miles from what we often refer 
to as civilization, you find that your measure of the worthwhile 
centers on what would be ‘nonchalantly accepted in more plush 
surroundings. 


It gives a fellow a feeling that often we are not as grateful as 
we should be for the many, many comforts, pleasures, privi- 
leges and conveniences which surround us, and for which we often 
do not even pause to give thanks. It takes some experience such 
as this in a frozen part of the world to really help a guy with his 
sense of values.

Nostalgic Visit 
To Old London

It was a big day Dec. 21 in the neighborhood of 
St. Mary-le-Bow Church in London. 

That was the day the first real Cockney was 
ese born in London since early in World 
- War I. 

A Cockney —and only Cockneys 
@, are real Londoners, they’ll tell you—is 
“= someone born within sound of the Bow 

- Bells. Back in 1939, bombs from a Nazi 
} plane shattered the church tower and 
| its bells, and a generation has gone by 
a oe without their ring. 

On the night of Dec. 20, Prince Phil- 
| ip pulled a lanyard setting the rebuilt 
Greiff bells to chiming once more. In the new 
bells was metal from the first great bell recovered 
and recast after the great storm of 1091 and again 
after the fire that destroyed London in 1666. 


That new Cockney baby comes from a line of folks 
who have produced a big share of Britain’s entertain- 
ers. Among the best—unsung heroes but fine singers 
most of them—are what Londoners call Buskers: the 
“—~— musicians who sing and play for pennies of pass- 
ers-by.

They say the shows outside of London’s West 
End theaters often are better than the shows inside 
and the Buskers performing to the people lined up at 
ticket windows are the reason. A new RCA Victor 
stereo LP, called “Ave a Go Wiv the Buskers,” gives 
a fine idea of what these Cockney artists can do. 


There are eight of them, with instruments ranging 
from a trumpet to an accordion to spoons, plus 
some fine singers including a _ super-deep bass. 
Their tunes—things like “Knock’d ’Em in the Old 
Kent Road” and “Nellie Dean”—may not be Beetho- 
ven but they’re a winning combination of barbershop 
quartet and pure old New Orleans anyway.

If you’ll “up the frog a bit and scapa up the ap- 
ples” (that means “go up the road a ways and up 
the stairs” in Cockney brogue), you might come to one 
of London’s last music halls. Here you'll find some 
more of this nostalgic Cockney-born song—and there’s 
some of the best of it in a new Capitol stereo record 
called, oddly enough, “An English Music Hall.” 

The lusty voices of singers like Johnny Hewer, 
Rita Williams and Barbara Windsor bring alive on this 
disc the good old days with tunes like “I Don’t Want 
to Play in Your Yard” and that classic masterpiece 
“Daddy Wouldn’t Buy Me a Bow Wow.”
